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The obviousness-type double patenting rejection has been 
dropped in response to the entry of the terminal disclaimer. Also the 
rejection of the claims under 35 USC 112 has been withdrawn in 
response to applicants' amendments to the claims. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 8-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
obvious over Takeuchi (6,835,408) for reasons of record. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the 
reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a 
showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not 
claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of 
a date of invention for the claimed subject matter of the application 
which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed in the 
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reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 
37 CFR 1 . 1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 30 
stating that the application and reference are currently owned by the 
same party and that the inventor named in the application is the prior 
inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). This rejection might also be 
overcome by showing that the reference is disqualified under 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Applicant argues that the patent and the application both have 
the same inventor. This is disagreed with. Megumi Itakuri and Fumie 
Kubota are included in the present application. Megumi Arimoto and 
Fumie Asami were included in the prior application. 

A statement by applicant that the inventions were commonly 
owned at the time of applicants' invention is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection.
